It's all very reminiscent of the con-
troveray which just about a year ago
wis going on with respect to the vol-
unteer system and conseription, Sentis
mental support of the volunteer idea
was ovorriden on the ground that only

Universal service succeeded because
it was expected to distribute equitably
the responsibility of defending the na-
tion’s honor, Historical data were ex-
hibited attempting to prove that in the
Clvil War the volunteer was a bettdr
sgoldier than the conscript, but, how-
ever that may be, America decided on
conseription, and there Is every evl-
dence that the spirit of the drafted
man has been of the same Intensity as
that of the volunteer,

But the big mistake In connection
with the operation of the selective
service act waa that no restriction ever
was placed upon volunteering, and the
very hest young men In America vol-
unteered, and the government placed
no restriction whiltsoever on the mat-
ter with respect to the wvalue of -th:
individual to essentinl Industry or the
family.

In other words, the very principles
of classification which were umed to
drnft men Into sepvice might have been
eoffectively applied to restrain vol-
unteering of men In essentinl indus-
tries or with dependent wives and chil-
dren. They could haVe been rejected
and compelied to do the tasks set forth
Ly the state,

Results of Negligence.

The result of this negligence has
been that many men who have been
permitted to volunteer proudly assert
that they were not drafted and gmve
an impression of super-patriotism.

This does not make for harmonious
spirit in the draft units, Gen, March,
chief of staff, took a step Wednesday
which ought to remove some of thone
defects, for he ordered every insignid
that distinguished the draft army fro
the regulars or national guard re=
moved, and one insignia—the letters
"U, 8—=worn on the uniforms of all
men serving in the United States army,

But the real damage which hus been
done by falling to restraln volunteers
ing has occurred In the last few weels,
Maj.-Gen, Crowder, the provost mar-
shal, has heen scraping and combing
his various classes of reglstrants to get
more men for Class 1, ¢

He expected to-get at least 500,000
men, or thereabouts, by reclassification
and re.examination of questionnaires,
But he lost half the men he recinssi-
fled, For as fast as many men were
put In Class 1, they secured a release
from their local boards and enlisted In
the navy or marine corps.

The recrulting offices of the last two
branches of the mervice have been
maintained, however, not for the pur-
pose of taking men within the draft
uge, but those above and below the
selective service Himits, As congress
intends to extend the draft limits, It in
evident that recrulting must be regu- |
lnted so0 ms not to interfere with the
army's plans to get man power.
